Dr. Frank Addresses 
Fowler Rotary Club 


At a luncheon of the Fowler Ro- 
tary Club in Fowler, Ind., today 
(Wed.) Dr. Theodore B. Frank, lan- 
guage instructor at St. Joseph’s 
gave a talk on the Nazi organiza- 
tion of employers and laborers in 
war time in Germany. 

“Since the German Labor Front 
is of a coercitive nature,” said the 
doctor, “there is no voluntary mem- 
bership and all officials are appoint- 
ed, not elected!,” .He told how the 
leader ox the front, Dr. Robert Ley, 
always stresses the fact that the 
Nazis have introduced full social- 
ism, and that no capital is possessed 
and used for another purpose than 
to promote the common good.

A two-run rally in the eighth 
•inning on the part of Indiana State 
prevented Hop Schoder from mak- 
ing his third victory for the Pumas 
a shut out. Schoder went all the 
way allowing only seven hits in the 
6-2 win. Hayes was the losing 
pitcher. f 

The other half of the battery, 
catcher Bill Gladen, brought his 
willow average to .342 and put the 
game on ice for Schoder by knock- 
ing out two circuit drives. Gladen 
homered first in the second and 
again in the ninth inning. 

Schoder fanned seven while only 
two of the St. Joe nine went down 
in that fashion. The victory brings 
the record to nine wins and four 
losses.

Not expected to score 
over 20 points in their triangular 
meet with Rose Poly and DePauw 
on the latter’s oval, the Pumas ran 
up a total of 47 points. DePauw, 
the winner, beat them by only 10 
markers, and if the Pumas had had 
a few contestants in the field events, 
they most likely would have wound 
up on top. 

At this writing the baseball nine 
is still undefeated in Indiana Con- 
ference play and has a very good 
chance of winning the champion- 
ship of that circuit this year. Joe’s 
lads, who have piled up six confer- 
ence victories, play five more league 
games before the curtain falls on 
this year’s campaign. The games 
are against Butler, here, a double- 
header; Earlham, there; and Indi- 
ana State, here and there. 

Intramural softball has appealed 
to the students so much this year 
that two new teams are being added 
to the league in order to give every- 
one who wished an opportunity for 
active participation. Games, so far, 
have been made to order for the 
sluggers, that is, not much pitching 
talent.
